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The Park? and Recreation Ad¬ 
visory Board submitted recommen¬ 
dations concerning the establish¬ 
ment of policies for city park and 
recreational facilities, one having 
to do with the clarification of reg¬ 
ulations for boat permits on the 
lake and others with regulating 
picnic permits at the lake. Coun¬ 
cilman Francis White recommend¬ 
ed that council should have addi¬ 
tional information on the restric¬ 
tion that the Federal aid in the 
purchasing of the land might im¬ 
pose on the park land. Action 
was deferred until a later meeting. 

Rapid Transit 

Ed Wuermser, Chairman of the 
Advisory Planning Board, sent in 
a report on a hearing of the pro¬ 
posed Rapid Rail Transit System. 
He advised that there is a concer¬ 
ted effort by Bangley Park Mer¬ 
chants’ Association to get either 
a branch line or a main line to 
run through the Bangley Park 
area. If this line were routed that 
way, it might direct the line away 
from Greenbelt entirely. Wuerm¬ 
ser recommended that city council 
go on record as endorsing the Ra¬ 
pid Rail Transit System to run to 
the vicinity of Greenbelt on the 
B. and O. railroad track. The 
item was carried over to the next 
meeting. 

A request from Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc., that city council join with 
them in appealing the court’s rul¬ 
ing on their suit against the Board 
of Education did not meet with 
any favorable response, but a re¬ 
port was requested from city soli¬ 
citor Emmett H. Nanna on the ad¬ 
visability of joining with GHI. 

Assembly Bills 

An interesting discussion took 
place under the review by council 
of bills before the State Legisla- 
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ture which are of special concern 
to the Greenbelt area. Council 
recommended approval of Senate 
Bill 16, which provides for improv¬ 
ed procedures for the disposal of 
abandoned motor vehicles. S. B. 19 
and 20 authorizes the State to bor¬ 
row a million dollars to be used to 
aid in the purchase of open space, 
State grants under this plan a- 
mounting to 25% of the total cost 
of land purchased. S. B. 41 pro¬ 
vides that a 2/3rds vote of the 
District Council is necessary to 
zone contrary to the recommenda¬ 
tion of the municipality. 

Because of the suggestion of city 
solicitor, Nanna. present at the 
meeting, bill S. B. 42, making it a 
felony to assault, beat or strike a 
police officer in Prince Georges 
County, was not aproved pending 
on exact definition of word assault, 

A request for the transfer of 
funds in the replacement fund for 
the purchase of an additional salt- 
spreader for snow* and ice removal 
brought forth the question of ad¬ 
visability of the purchase at this 
date; approval was withheld until 
a clearer report as to the need is 
available. 

The city manager was asked to 
prepare a comparative study for 
the last several years as to which 
Departments have required the 
most transfer of funds from other 
sources during the budget year. 

Library Assn. Elects 

The board of the Greenbelt Li- 
bzrary Association, which was 
formed several years ago to as¬ 
sist in the community’s drive for 
adequate library facilities, has re¬ 
quested the County Library Board’s 
approval to plan a ground-brea¬ 
king ceremony for Greenbelt’s new 
building. The city council has also 
been asked for its support in the 
undertaking. 

The board voted to fill in the 
existing vacancy created by the 
departure of G. K. Hoden field, 
naming Dr. David Stern as his 
successor. Other members elected 
by the citizens’ group at the As¬ 
sociation’s formation arc Frank 
Lewis, chairman; Mrs. Clifford Si¬ 
monson, secretary; Mrs. Bruce 
Bowman; Mrs. Harvey Geiler; Leo 
Gerton; and Charles McDonald.

City Notes 

Through an agreement with a 
contractor who some time ago 
completed work on Ridge Rd., the 
city removed 25 sections of con¬ 
crete pipe from Parcel 7 in ex¬ 
change for acquisition of the pipe 
itself.

The Reverend Eric T. Braund, a 
former minister of Community 
Church for 11 years, died of a 
heart attack on February 3 in 
Springfield, Mass. 

“Terry,” as everyone called him, 
was at the time of his death a 
regional director of the National 
Conference of Christians and Jews 
for the Connecticut-Western Mas¬ 
sachusetts region. 

At the time of his call to Green¬ 
belt Community Church in May, 
1946, Mr. Braund was assigned to 
the Navy Chaplains Office in Wa¬ 
shington, D. C. Under his leader¬ 
ship, many significant events oc¬ 
curred, including the building of a 
house of worship on the corner of 
Hillside and Crescent Road, which 
was dedicated on March 4, 1951. 
At a later period in his ministry, 
Mr. Braund took a leave of absence 
from the church and worked with 
CARE in response to his continu¬ 
ing concern far human needs and 
for an ecumenical church in the 
world. During his ministry, Mr. 
Braund was vitally concerned with 
and active in the total community 
life of Greenbelt, including leader¬ 
ship in equal rights and the bro¬ 
therhood of men. 

Following his resignation from 
Community Church in January, 
1957, Rev. Braund accepted a posi¬ 
tion as director of the Philadel¬ 
phia Office of the NCCJ, where he 
served until 1960. Later he served 
as associate general secretary of 
the Greater Philadelphia Council 
of Church and from 1962 to 1966, 
srved as minister of the Central 
Schwenkfelder Church in Worces¬ 
ter, Pa. 

Funeral services were conducted 
Wednesday afternoon, February 7, 
at the Schwenfelder Church. Many 
of his Greenbelt acquaintances and 


friends attended. 

He is survived by his wife, Ann, 
and daughter, Nancy, of Spring- 
field, and son, Fred, of Louisville, 
Kentucky. 

Memorial contributions are being 
received at Community Church. A 
memorial service is being planned.

Frustrated Smokers Unite 

Fifty nervous and anxious peo¬ 
ple, frustrated by their inability 
to stop smoking, gathered together 
to participate in a recent five- 
day plan to stop smoking at the 
Washington Sanitarium and Hos¬ 
pital. 

Fourteen office workers, consis¬ 
ting of businessmen and secretar¬ 
ies, represented the heaviest smo¬ 
kers, each having smoked two 
packs per day for an average of 
21 years. Of the fifteen housewives 
in the group, the average house¬ 
wife smoked packs per day for 
17 years. The five-day program 
consists of films and lectures by 
a physician who describes the phy¬ 
siological problems of overcoming 
the smoking habit and perscribes 
a diet to rid the body of nicotine 
and reduce the discomfort of with¬ 
drawal. The second member of the 
team emphasizes the psychological 
aspects of smoking and coordin¬ 
ates group therapy response. 

Of the 50 participants in the 
plan, 40 were able to overcome the 
smoking habit within five days. 
Reservations can now be made for 
the next five-day plan beginning 
Sunday. February 18. For maxi¬ 
mum effectiveness, the class size 
will be limited.
